Clinton, \Vis., Sept. 
1.—That 
the 
abonng man suffers the more readily 
rom bad laws than any other class, 
was the thread running through 
a 
speech delivered here this afternoon by 
Lieutenant Governor Thomas Morris, 
of La Crosse. Significance is attached 
to the address because it is his first 
public utterance since his announce- 
ment as a candidate for United States 
senator on the republican ticket. 
He said that there is a great contest 
going on in Wisconsin and the nation, 
between the people and the predatory 
interests. 
He declared 
that never 


again should Wisconsin bcome a coal- 
ing station for Wall street, 
nor a 


water tank for the Rockefeller or Mor- 
gan interests." 


People Seek Control 


A new frontier in the domain of 


public morals has been located, clearly 
defined and established," 
said Mr. 


Morris in discussing the movement in 
the country to curb 
the 
power of 


money. 
"We realize now more clear- 


ly than ever before that the public 
servant who 
compromises 
when a 
jreat principle is at .stake, is no bet- 
;er than the man who compromises 
with crime. 


"Those who really understand 
the 
•ast proportions and the tremendous 
consequences of the present conflict 
between the people on the one hand to 
control their own government and the 
owners of swollen 
fortunes on the 
other to make secure their own con- 
trol of government, know that 
the 
money powers Avill fight desperately 
until one side 6r the other is driven 
from the field for good. 


"Traitor Within Ranks." 


"In the end government will be con- 


trolled by, government or 
by men. 


There is ho escape from that.. We 
need not fear the enemy in the open. 
It is the enemy in ambush, and the 
traitor in our own ranks that are to 
be feared.

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M'GOVERN ATTACKS 


THE CONSTITUTION? 


Governor of Wisconsin Makes Startl- 


ing Statement at the 
Denver 


Gathering of Governors. 


Governor McGovern, chief executive 


of Wisconsin and aspirant for the sen- 
atorial seat of Hon. Isaac fatephenson, 
threw a bomb shell into the camp ot 
the governors' conference at Denver 
on last Friday night on the closing 
hours of the convention. 
According 
to dispatches Governor McGovern de- 
clared that the checks and balances 
provided in the United States consti- 
tution exist only to prevent the peop e 
from getting what they want quiciiiy 
and denouncing the constitution 
as 


"the most beautiful scheme ever de- 
vised to enable legislators to do noth- 
ing," Governor Francis E. McGovern 
of Wisconsin, today .threw the gover- 
nors' conference into an uproar in the 
closing hour of the session. 
His startling utterances followed . a 
long dicussion concerning the desir- 
ability of reducing state legislatures 
to small one-house bodies and making 
them more responsive to the people s 
•will. Several southern execuitves had 
defended the present system and Gov- 
ernor Spry of Utah had 
proclaimed 
himself a standpatter who believed 
that the men who wrote the constitu- 
tion were inspired and their doctrine 
of representative government divine. 
"I'm not one of those who believe 
any such thing," 
announced McGov- 
ern 
"The 
constitution 
provided 
checks and balances. 
What for? Sim- 
ply to hamper the people in getting 
what they wanted quickly. 
"It is the most beautiful scheme to 
enable legislators to do nothing that 
has ever be-En devised. 
. 
"I'm heartily in favor of small legis- 
latures, members to be paid respec- 
table salaries and made 
so 
directly 
responsible to the people 
that they 
will not dare disobey the instructions 
indicated by the votes. 
The 
first 
great fear of the common people is of 
giant combinations of capital lor the 
exploitation of men, women and chil- 
dren 
You men who hide behind the 
skirts of tradition are begging 
the 
issue. Unless you make your state 
governments efficient defenders ot the 
common ripht against special privil- 
ege, you won't be 
so interested 
in 


efficiency after another 
election 
or 


"Those of you who stand by the old 
order virtually say you are willing the 
people shall be poorly armed for the 
•war between the average man and wo- 
man and organized capital. You must 
base your legislation on right princi- 
ples and see that it is passed with the 
good of the mass of humanity always 
paramount.'' 
, 
Govs. Hodge of Kansas, Hunt of 
Arizona and Dunne of Illinois backed 
up McGovern. 
Nearly every other 
executive refused to support the 
re- 


duction program. 
Gov. Edward F. Dunne, Illinois, pre- 
dicted that within a few years there 
will not be a state in the union but 
which will have a public utility com- 
mission, empowered by law to control 
the service and rates of the corpora- 
tions of the state. He reviewed the 
history of state control of utilities be- 
ginning with New York and Wiscon- 


The Wisconsin law, explained the 
governor, has been the guide for most 
of the states, including Illinois, and 
has been pronounced by many of the 
advanced thinkers of the day as the 
best and fairest law ever enacted for 
the control of public utilities.

LABOR CELEBRATES. 


Today is Labor day and organized 


labor throughout the country 
cele- 


brates. While organized labor is cele- 
brating the great army of workers, 
not members of unions, also enjoy a 
day of ^ rest dedicated to those who 
toil. It is created by congress and is 
observed in every state in the union. 
In Wisconsin today marks the put- 
ting in force of the amended work- 
men's compensation act. Under its 
provisions, every employer of four oi> 
more people must, go under the act, 
or else he will have practically no 
defense to an action for damages be- 
cause of an employe being injured. 
Further, he must either take out lia- 
bility insurance, or prove to the in- 
dustrial commission that he is able 
to carry his owrn insurance, in which 
case the commission may give him a 
permit so to do. 


The penalty for not complying with 


the law is severe. 
Most employers 


will deem it advisable to take out in- 
surance. Those who are wealthy can 
file a statement of their ability to 
pay losses, and get a permit from the 
state authorities o carry his own in- 
surance if one wishes. 


The new law is causing consterna- 


tion in the rural districts where all 
labor legislation, has been »enjoyed 
by employers on the strength that 
"the big fellow was getting it." But 
the legislator, proposes that the per- 
sons who work for a poor man shall 
have the chance of collecting indem- 
nity in case of accident, the same as 
the employe of a big concern. 


The 
indemnity 
insurance com- 


panies are doing a big business just 
now, because of the law.

SHAM DEMOCRACY. 


r F there is anything in this world 1 thoroughly hate, it's snobbish- 
ness," I heard a young woman 
declare 
the other day; "1 don't 
see why one person should think she's so much better than another 
just because she has a little more money or comes from a more 
aristocratic family. After all, it's what you are yourself, not what 


you have or who- your parents are 
that counts." 
I wondered what had caused this sudden burst of democratic feeling. 
I was soon enlightened. 
It seems that its author had just received a painful snub from a woman 
somewhat above her in social station. 
She had met 
this woman at a small summer place where distrac- 
tions were few and social distinctions somewwhat lax, 
and the latter had sought her out and seemed to enjoy 
her company very much. Some weeks later my young 
friend met her summer acquaintance in the city and at 
once started to greet her with the intimacy and cor- 
diality their former friendship warranted. Enter the 
snub. 
Not an out and out cut; they don't do it quite 
that way. 
But with a formal politeness as cold and 
keen as a knife she cut their friendship in two; and 
while she was verbally expressing her pleasure at meet- 
ing her summer friend she was making it perfectly 
evident by her manner that she hoped never to meet 
her again. 


Naturally the object of this polite rudeness was 
somewhat wrought up. 
And yet I confess that I don't feel one particle of 


sympathy for her. 
You think that's queer. Well, I'll tell you why. Be- 
cause I know that her outraged democracy is only skii, 
deep. 
It is the kind of democracy that wants to level down but not up. 
When she says she doesn't see why one person should 
think she's any 
better than another, she means she doesn't see why anyone who has more 
money or a more artistocrate family than she should set themselves above 
her. 
She doesn't mean that she has no reason to set herself above those 
who are below her in the social scale. 
In fact 1 happen to know that she 
is quite as cruel to those she considers beneath her as the other woman 
was to her. 
A great many people have just this kind of democratic feeling. 
Unless 
von are on the top or the bottom round of the social ladder there arc 
always some people above you and some below, and the natural human 
instinct is to resent the former fact as unjust and acquiesce in the latter 
as right and unavoidable. 
1 know a girl who stands behind a counter. 
She resents 
it bitterly 


because a former friend of hers who has become a stenographer looks 
down upon her. And yet I know that she looks down just as haughtily up- 
on another girl who is a domestic worker. 
Heart democracy, the golden spirit which counts all men as brothers, 
is very, very beautiful, and ill the last analysis, i believe it is the only 
force that will ever make this old world of our right. 
But sham democ- 
racy, the "kind that levels down but not up, is as ugly as the real thing is 
beautiful.

LUSCIOUS FIELD MUSHROOM. 


This is the season for the full en- 


joyment of the inviting field mush- 
room; when -we have plenty of rain 
the crop ie~ abundant. 
During 
the 


months of July and August the mush- 
rooms are more apt to be wormy than 
early or later in the season. It is wise 
to look the mushooms over carefully 
before cooking. 


All fungi should be avoided when 


overripe or attacked by slugs. 
The 


medium in which they 
grow 
often 


causes a disagreeable odor and flavors. 
Authorities differ as to the digestibil- 
ity of mushrooms, but nearly all agree 
that their nutritive value has been 
vastly exaggerated, although their pop- 
ularity will continue, as their flavor 
and attractiveness will always be hold 
in high esteem. 


Beefsteak, and mushrooms may be 


enjoyed by the plainest of livers if 
the fungi may be gathered fresli In 
one's own neighborhood.
